I do not think 
any alain to work load con be relevant to any but the now request you say you are 
processing, and with what wna provided ne that should be child 1 s play to find, trie 
file having been located ana excerpted. 

If the Agency wants mo to sun, an I hope it would prefer to avoid, just let me 
know and I 1 11 accomodate it, as X told *nr* Warner a year and a son til ago whoa the 
stonewalling started all over again. 

In a letter dafcy! January 70,1 976* deputy Archivist Jaws £. 0 T Noill ii-fortas 
ae for all tho acrid as though it ware a r,dc it d*=velo;rusnfe tha; with rwi-am to three 
of ny request he describes and Crthwm hu i'oea not that you ap* tbs:: rent-block to 
compliance. Of the three it«i:dsed ho sajs ay "request for these documents has bt*an 
referred to tha ClA. fa The Archives used thiu langufe^o on these* Basse requnat 

au&zor .VhfJ others bo dsaerlba* as CoKu.is^iofi-origi/^ted doc usual* thr.t are "security 
classified" and "have boon forward*! to the* Central Intelligence Agency an the Agioicy 
of R primary interest..." iie quotes your forecast as "they will not be 

ghls to complete ihslr ration of the doewp^nta for at least another nonth." 

If your backlog ia so vast that thin delay is required then there is no choice. 

But there ia nothing in tho record on these matters between the Agency and me to per- 
suade tost this ia true. rtor can X believe that if taken in tho order in which received 
these requests can be so far down the lint. X therefore, in to trie Agency on. 

one haiku and to perfect a obq© in tho event you force »« tc court, herewith maKo formal 
request under the /01A for all tho atoouiuontn frow the Archives relating to tay requests 
and all the JIa responses in whatever rocomod form. I Include in this records showing 
the sequonco of receipt and the status os oorap&rod with others received at the same tiroes. 

I have by now reviewed an extensive collection of documents for which the CIA 
claimed security protection. In aot a single coco ia this or was it ever true, in each 
and every case the solo purpose was outbids tho law, fear Of ssbarrasanumt. I have, I 
think, been wiiipeawod deliberately. 1 also think I can prow it in court. Unions there is 
some ocanin&ful goo turn toward compliance and within the near future full compliance 
among tbs decisions I will have to noko ia whether to seek to invoke tho punitive previsions 
of the aaendod law. However, as I iiav© sought to avoid suit I do not prefer this course. 

X also request under FOlA copies of the CIA affidavits filed in the deine case in 
federal aiatricx court in naltisore under the claim of security protection.
